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Tax ‘Freeze’ 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie to- 
day called a special session of 
the legislature to freeze real 
estate taxes immediately and 
to work.for property, tax reduc- 
tions in 1973. 

He called the special session 
for Nov. 26 to run concurrently 
with an already scheduled re- 
sumption of the regular ses- 
sion of the General Assembly 

Gov. Ogilvie’s action was 
based on the early receipt 
by the state government of 
$100 million annually from 
federal re venue sharing 
and an extra $45 million 
bonus this year. 

Cities and counties in Il 
nois will receive $200 mi 
lion annually in direct rev- 
enue sharing funds, plus a 
one-time bonus this year of 
$90 million additional. 

The U. S. Senate Friday 
approved the revenue, shar- 
ing bill 59-19. The House 
gave approval Thursday to 
the conference committee 
report which reconciled 
House and Senate differ- 
ences. 

Granite City is to receive 
$492,000 and Madison $130.000. 

Ogilvie outlined his plans in 
a statement which was sent to 
each member of the General 
Assembly today. He charged 
the legislature to: 

—Freeze all 
at present levels. 

—Permit real estate tax re- 
bates of 10% or more by cits 
township and county govern- 
ments. 

—Begin state participation in 
paying as much as: 60% of the 
cost of building new_ local 
schools.

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Elderly Set in Their Ways, 
But Can Learn New Tasks 


Despite many opinions that 
elderly persons are unalterably 
set in their ways, they can 
learn new tasks, says Anthony 
Traxler, psychology professor 
at Southern Illinois University 
at. Edwardsville 


“Older people can learn al- 
most anything, but it’s import- 
ant to. remember that what they 
already know must be buiit 
‘on,” Traxler said. “To teach 
new tricks, it’s necessary to 
modify the old tricks firs 


Traxler, only 33 himself, has 
made aging one of his interests 
in the field of psychology. He 
Fecently presented a paper at 
the American Psychological 
Association convention in Ha- 
waii that gave some support to 
the “rigidity hypothesis" in 
older persons. 

“The rigidity hypothesis states 
that competition between new 
information and old habits can 
interfere with learning new 
tasks," Traxler said. “Of 
course, the older a person is, 
the more habits he usually has 
developed and therefore learn- 
ing new things may be difficult 
The big question is why is there 
this interference with learning 
and how can we adjust for it?” 

Traxler said the elderly seem 
to have particular difficulty 
when they must attach a new 
response to an old stimulus. He 
uses an example of an elderly 
person who has driven a car 
with a standard transmission 
for 45 years and all of a sud- 
den must learn to drive a car 
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Situation is Same 

“The general situation is the 
same because a car is a Ear,” 
Traxler said. “But there are 
obvious important differences 
The elderly driver might push 
down to find the clutch out of 
habit, but instead hit the brake 
pedal and go flying forward. If 
he can learn in a modified set- 
ting, gradually, that would be 
best. For instance, it might be 
ideal to start in a dual control 
car.” 

Rigidity is generally in- 
creased among older people 
who must perform a new task 
under severe time restrictions, 
Traxler said. He said younger 
subjects in experiments tend to 
be “task specific,” responding 
quickly if that is called for, re- 
sponding slowly if speed is not 
vital 

“But we've found that older 
persons tend to respond at one 
rate, no matter what the task,” 
he said, “A piece of knowledge 
like this—which may not ap- 
pear too significant — never- 
theless has important implica- 
tions for job criteria used in 
employing the elderly. If a par- 
ticular. job doesn't require 
speed, why give the elderly ap- 
plicant a timed test?” 

Traxler, who earned his Ph.D. 
from Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity before coming to SIUE 
in 1969, said increased attention 
is being paid to the elderly. He 
believes part-of the reason is

The scene was the Spring- 
field central office of the Illi- 
nois Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation, which is the first 
such agency in the United 
States to set up an IBM Braille 
computer facility for the bene- 
fit of blind clients. Other agen- 
cies serving blind persons also 
may make valuable use of the 
equipment. 


Mrs, Ogilvie congratulated 
Alfred Slicer, director of the 
Division’ of Vocational Rehabil- 
jtation on procuring the ma- 

“Your foresight in pro- 

this equipment makes 
Illinois the leader in the nation 
jn the capability for fast com- 
munication with the blind,” 
she said 

‘In addition to benefiting the 
general blind population of the 
State of Illinois, the equipment 
will make it possible for blind 
students to overcome the red 
tape of college entrance and 
will ease the paper work prob- 
lems they face.” 

Supervised Installation 

Robert LaGrone, who himself 
is blind, and is responsible for 
development of the IBM pro- 
gramming technicalities, . was 
present for the ceremony, La- 
Grone is Associate Program- 
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mer, IBM Federal Assistance 
Division, Gaithersburg, Md., 
and has been in Springfield per- 
sonally supervising the instal- 
lation. Mrs. Ogilvie congratu- 
lated LaGrone on ‘this achieve- 
ment and breakthrough which 
will benefit the blind in Illinois 
and throughout the entire coun- 
try and world.”” 


Floyd R. Cargill, DVR Chief 
of Services for the Blind, also 
a blind person, applauded. use 
of the computerized as “prob- 
ably the greatest step forward 
since the Braille writer.” He 
contiued, “For the first time 
since 1961, Illinois will ‘have 
equipment which can produce 
Braille.” 

The staff of DVR’s Research 
and Statistics Section headed by 
Edmund G. D’Elia, who work 
with, the new equipment, have 
used their own personal initia- 
tive and time to learn Braille. 
The first experiment was pub- 
lication of a Braille newsletter 
to the agency’s blind vending 
stand operators and was most 
enthusiastically received.

Award Contract 
For Coke-Plant 
Pilot Project 


A’ construction. contract for 
an experimental coke pellet 
process 500-ton-per-day pilot 
plant was announced today by 
a four-company group of the 
nation’s top steel and coal pro- 
ducers including National Steel 
Corp 

Granite) City Steel Co. was a 
participant in this program 
prior to its merger with Na- 
tional Steel, 

The pilot plant is designed 
to develop a better coke- 
making process which will 
control] gas and dust emis- 
sions such as those associ- 
ated with present slot-type 
coke ovens, and also permit 
greater flexibility in the use 
of coals than in the present 
cokemaking methods. 

It is believed that the project 
will be the largest experimental 
formed coke production facility 
established anywhere in the 
world. 

Cost estimates for the new 
pilot plant and related full- 

le blast furnace test pro- 
ram are between $25 million 
and $30 million.

Canal Freight Continues Toward Record 


Freight tonnage. shipped 
through thé Chain of Rocks 
Locks and Canal in September 
declined from August ship- 
ments, but tonnage so far this 
year continues to climb toward 
a record, 

A total of| 5,232,355 tons was 
locked through the canal in 
September, [bringing the total 
for the first nine months of this 
year to 42,413,738 tons, far ex- 
ceeding shipments of 36,756,665 
tons in the same period of 
1971, and 37,274,579 tons during 
the first nine months of 1970, 
the year ‘in which the all-time, 
12-month record of 50,747,918 
tons was recorded. 

September| shipments drop- 
ped below |'5,427,612 tons in 
August but exceeds the 4,576,- 
747 tons moved - through , the 
“canal in September 1971. 

The total last month was all 
commercial tonnage as no con- 
tractor or government cargos 
were recorded, 

The numbers of all types of 
vessels pagsing through the 
locks in September declined 
from August with the exception 
of passenger boats, increasing 
from zero to five, government 
tow boats which went from 
zero to three, and government 
patrol boats, increasing from 
eight to nine. . 

The total number of vessels 
declined from 6,771 in August 
to 6,287 in September. Declining 
were: tow boats, from 1,062 to 
910; barges, from 5,476 to 5,158; 
U.S. contra¢tor boats, from 30 
to 21; private recreation boats, 
from 190 to 178; and govern- 
ment barges from five to three. 

The total number of vessels 
which passed through the locks 
in the first nine months of this 
year reached 54,290, more than 
the 48,044 in the same period of

Lockages also have increased 
this year as 804 lockages in 
September brought the total for 
the year thus far to 8,244, ex- 
ceeding the 5,085 in the same 
period of last year. Lockages in 
September 1971 totaled 590. 

Total commercial tonnage 
moving upriver in September 
was 2,636,855 tons and 2,595,500 
tons moved downriver.

petroleum products, 568,600 tons 
upriver, 223,350 tons downriver; 
grain, 32,600 up, 2,022,350 down;

Tell Need for Teachers 
In Some Special Fields 


Although there is an_over- 
supply of teachers in Illinois, 
there still exists a great need 
for teachers in the fields of 
special education and voca- 
tional industrial arts. During 
the month of September in Chi- 
cago alone there were 697 va- 
cancies for special education 
teachers. 

These ‘are some of the find- 
ings in the latest issue of the 
“Teacher Placement and Va- 
cancy List” published by the 
teacher placement section of 
the Office of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. The 
listing covers vacancies -in 
2,200 public and private schools 
in Illinois, 

The teacher placement sec- 
tion has completed one year of 
operation and state education 
officials say school districts are 
making increasing use of the 
reports. However there are no 
adequate figures on how many 
teachers found their posts 
through the listing 

Supt, Michael J. Bakalis 
praised the service saying, “I 
believe that this office has the 
capability to study and analyze 


possible trends, areas of need 
across the state, and be able 
to suggest where we need to be 
putting more emphasis... ” 

According to the placement 
service's May survey, there 
were 1,571 vacancies in the 
populous counties of Will, Cook, 
St. Clair, Lake and DuPage. 
The greatest number was in 
Cook County. 

The survey showed a need 
for teachers in these areas: sci- 
ence, math, speech correction, 
music and guidance. There 
were no vacancies for teachers 
in physical education, social 
sciences, history, business, ag- 
riculture or home economics. 

With its state-wide collection 
of data the placement section 
is able to pin-point exactly 
where the vacancies are. The 
resulting list is regularly mailed 
to placement offices, education 
service regions and about 400 
teachers throughout the state.

Illinois State Income Tax To Have Pension Exemption 


The 1972 Illinois state income 
tax will have a new exemption 
and a new look, according to 
the Illinois State Bar Associa- 
tion. 

The ISBA said today that un- 

der a law passed earlier this 
year, the full amount of income 
ibm a pension, profit-sharing 
plan or other retirement fund 
will be exempt from the state 
tax for the first time. 
/Thus, the ISBA said, the per- 
son whose income is entirely 
from such sources, or whose in- 
come does not exceed the al- 
lowed individual exemptions, 
will pay no tax at all. Gener- 
ally however, he must file an 
income tax return. 

Previously, the bar group 
said, income from profit shar- 
ing, pensions or other retire- 
ment pay was taxed to the ex-

tent that it represented 
amounts earned and accrued 
since Aug. 1, 1969, the date the 
state income tax went into ef- 
fect. Only that portion of re- 
tirement income which was 
earned and accrued prior to 
that date was exempt from tax. 

The 1972 individual income 
tax form, IL 1040, will have a 
new look, the ISBA said, since 
the entire form will be on one 
page. 

Previously, Part I of the fornt 
was on the front page of IL 1040 
and Part II, relating to divi- 
dends, interest and similar in- 
come, was on the back of the 
same page. Now, Parts I and 
Il have bee combined and con- 
densed so they occupy no more 
than the front page of the tax 
form. 

Calculations to be made 


on the IL 1040 remain the 
same and — except for the 
new exemption for retire- 
ment income — there is no 
other change in the income 
tax law as it affects Illinois 
residents, the ISBA said. 

It estimated that 80% of 
Illinois taxpayers will be 
able to complete their re- 
turns on the single page 
while others will use that 
page plus the supplement- 
ary schedules for reporting 
tax-exempt gains from the 
sale or exchange of proper- 
ty owned before Aug. 1, 
1969, or for credit for taxes 
paid in other states. ‘ 
Income from exempt retire- 

ment programs now falls into 
the same classification as mil- 
itary pay earned while on full- 
time or annual training duty

Process ‘of Acquiring 
Real Estate Explained 


By RAY M. KAEGEL

Young people, or older people 
who have rented housing all of 
their lives, sometimes would 
like to own real estate, but 
know little. about the process 
of acquiring it. 

Most of us remember the 
things we are interested in. If 
deeds, eminent domain, ease- 
ments, zoning and taxes came 
up in school when we weren't 
interested, the facts could get 
fuzzy after test papers were 
turned in. 

The most common method of 
acquiring property is by pur- 
chasing it from an owner or 
through his agent. 

Two types of agents are li- 
censed specifically to represent 
owners or buyers of real estate. 
These are real estate brokers 
and real estate salesmen. A 
salesman must always work for 
a broker, the broker being re- 
sponsible for. his salesman’s 
actions. 

Licenses are issued by the 
state after the candidate 
has passed an examination. 
In most states, real estate 
salesmen ares required to 
have two years’ experience 
before becoming eligible to 
take the broker’s examina- 
tion. 

The term realtor is a regist- 
ered service mark which may 
be used only by a broker who 
is a member of the local real 
estate board and of the Nation- 
al Association of Real Estate 
Boards, both voluntary organi- 
zations. 

An agent may also be a _Ji- 
censed attorney. 

An offer of purchase is most 
commonly made through use 
of a document known as a de- 
posit receipt (contract), This 
contains all the terms and con- 
ditions of the purchase of the 
property. 

When the offer to piirchase 
has been accepted and the buy- 
er and seller have both agreed 
On terms. and have signed the 
deposit receipt, a deed must be 
signed and acknowledged by 
the seller and delivered to the 
buyer and recorded at the 
office of the county official who 
keeps such records.

There is the right to tax, to 
acquire your property for, pub- 
lic use through eminent do- 
main, as is done for freeway 
rights of way. Police power 
may affect your property, as 
will the right of the state to 
promote health and the general 
welfare. 

There may, be easements 
that go with the property. 
This is a right granted by 
a previous owner to put a 
utility line, for instance, 
over the: back of your lot.

Springfield — {nternal Rev- 
enue. Service investigators in 
Central and Southern Illinois 
are actively participating in a 
National Rent Watch to protect 
recipients of increased Social 
Security payments from having 
their rents illegally raised. 

“This month, 28 million So- 
cial Security recipients received 

increase in their pay- 

Leon C. Green, IRS 
district director for Central and 
Southern Illinois, said. 

“We are urging landlords not 
to raise rents unless they are 
certain such increases are legal. 
In many cases, landlords have 
already raised rents this year 
and must wait until 12 months 
have elapsed that increase be- 
fore raising rents again,” Green 
said 

Landlords must not raise rents 
beyond a maximum 2.5%, a year 
increase plus prorated pass- 
throughs of. increased taxes, 
municipal fees, and services, 
and capital improvements. Ten- 
ants should also receive a de- 
tailed 30-day notice. 

The Cost of Living Council 
has given the IRS new adminis- 
trative sanction powers to pro- 
tect tenants from illegal rent 
increases. Now the IRS can 
order landlords violating regu- 
lations to restore overpayments 
fo tenants, roll back rents to 
legal limits and impose penal- 
ties of double the overcharged 
rent. 

The Revenue Service will re- 
fer to the Justice Department 
for prosecution cases of flag- 
rant and willful violation of rent 
rules, the district director said.

_ In Downstate iilinois

Springfield Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie still has considerable 
‘atching up to do in traditional- 
ly Republican Downstate IIli- 
nois, 

That was the impression re- 
ceived in talking to some may- 
ors hosted by the Illinois Muni- 
cipal League at Urbana. 

Strong sentiment for Demo- 
crat Daniel Walker was re- 
ported especially in southern 
and eastern areas of the state. 

Ordinarily, a Republican can- 
didate for governor has to do 
well in those areas as well as 
Downstate in general if he ex- 
pects to win. 

Conversation with grass- 
roots officials confirm re- 
ports that have steadily 
flowed into the Statehouse 
that Walker, despite a 
stumbling and often contra- 
dictory campaign, still re- 
tains a large measure of 
the personal popularity 
achieved during that pre- 
primary walking tour about 
Mlinois. 

In predominantly rural 
areas of the state, voters 
appear to be even far less 
impressed by the issues of 
the governor’s campaign 
than do those in urban 
areas. 

Personal campaigning has 

s been an extremely val- 
uable political weapon in rural 
sections — and no candidate for 
governor has ever employed it 
so skillfully or so intensively as 
Dan Walker 

Four years ago, 
ried Downstate by 297,451 votes 
while losing Cook county by 
169,657. The Downstate plur- 
ality was sufficient to give him 
an overall plurality of 127,794 
votes over the Democratic ap- 
pointive incumbent governor,

In 1968, Ogilvie lost the city 
of Chicago to Shapiro 881,845 to 
507,848. But he carried the Cook 
county suburbs, 496,610 to 309,-

among GOP strategists that the 
usual big suburban pluralities, 
so necessary to balance out the 
big Democratic margin in Chi- 
cago, might be lacking for Ogil- 
vie this year. 

Crossovers to the Democrats 
were heavy in these areas in 
the March Democratic _ pri- 
mary, most of the Republicans 
apparently going for Walker 
against Democratic organiza- 
tional candidate Paul Simon as 
a tax protest.

Springfield — A special com- 
mittee to deal with public 
school financing is continuing 
its work. 

The committee, headed by 
Dr. G. Alan Hickfrod of Illinois 
State University in Normal, was 
appointed by State School Supt. 
Michael J. Bakalis. He formed 
the group shortly after various 
state courts throughout the na- 
tion handed down rulings which 
in effect held that public school 
districts could no longer place 
such heavy reliance on the 
property taxes for financing 
public schools. 

Bakalis, in appointing the 
committee, said he was doing 
so in an effort to find alterna- 
tives to financing public school 
systems other than using or 
relying heavily on the property 
lax program. 

There was some mention of 
this area in the 1972 General 
Assembly, but the legislators 
decided to await further word 
from the Bakalis group, along 
with a committee that was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie. 

ribution Formula 

The Bakalis group has issued 
two reports. The second report 
deals mainly with proposed new 
school aid distribution formula. 
It also deals with changing 
costs of education, especially in 
the urban areas of Illinois. 

Hopefully the committee will 


have all of its work completed 
by the end of this year. Then 
all of the findings will be form- 
ulated into one large massive 
report to the General Assem- 
bly. Ogilvie’s. study group is 
also expected to present its re- 
ports and findings to the Gen- 
eral Assembly next year. 

From all indications, [public 
school financing on the element- 
ary and secondary levels should 
hold a major spotlight in the 
next legislature. 

State Pays 38% 

Presently, Illinois funds about 
38% of the cost of public ele-- 
mentary and secondary schools. 
The remaining portions are then 
picked up from property tax 
revenues received by individual 
school districts. 

The school financing problem 
has taken on a new light since 
the. adoption of the 1970 Consti- 
tution. The new Constitution 
gives the state the “primary 
responsibility” of funding pub- 
lic education in Illinois. 

Some say that this means the 
state should be picking up at 
least 50% of the tab, while oth- 
ers say ‘it should: be 100%. 
Probably until that matter can 
be settled satisfactorily, | public 
school financing will cause a 
great deal of wrangling jin the 
General Assembly.

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Democrat Barringer Endorsed for State Comptroller as 
Well Qualified to Protect the Interests of Taxpayers 


Illinoisans Nov. 7 will elect their 
first state comptroller. The position, 
stemming from the first new. Illinois 
Constitution in a century, replaces the 
office of auditor of public accounts. 

The Republican nominge, State Rep- 
resentative George W. ‘Lindberg, 40, 
of Crystal Lake, has received wide- 
spread praise as author of the state's 
new financial disclosure law for public 
officials. He has been a lawmaker six 
years after spending 13 years as legal 
counsel and vice-president of an in- 
vestigative firm. 

Rep. Lindberg has received many 
newspaper endorsements for the comp- 
troller office on the basis of his pledge 
to be an active investigator — challen- 
ger of state bidding and spending. He 
has said he would aggressively expand 
the role of the comptroller beyond the 
scope initially envisioned for the off 

Although a “watchdog” concept has 
much to recommend it, there is a possi- 
bility that his attitude could encroach 
on the functioning of other state offices 
to an excessive degree. Taxpayers want 
full value for the money they con- 
tribute to state government, but they 
do not want a financial czar who rec- 
ognizes no limits on his authority. 

Dean Barringer, the Democratic 
nominee, has been credited with being 
the chief architect and author of the 
State Comptroller Act. The 41l-year- 
old resident of Anna is about the only 
remaining state candidate from Down- 
state Illinois following the gubernator 
ial primary loss by Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Paul Simon. 


A doctor of philosophy, the former 
community unit school superintendent 
has been dean of business affairs of 
Shawnee College since 1969. An Air 
Force veteran with the reserve rank of 
major, he is liaison officer in his Con- 
gressional district for the Air Force 
Academy. 

When the comptroller law was.signed 
last month, Dr. Barringer termed it a 
milestone in bringing fiscal manage 
ment fo state government. Effective 
Jan. 8, 1973, it designates the comp- 
troller as chief fiscal officer of the state: 

It further centralizes ths issuance of 
chee instead of writing about 70% 
of the state warrants, as under the 
present partially centralized system, the 
comptroller will write about 95%—all 
except those for unemployment com- 
pensation, emergency public aid ‘and 
university payrolls. 

Development of a uniform central 
accounting system for all state agencies 
will be the responsibility of the comp- 
troller. Dr. Barringer had strongly ad- 
vocated this so that the official ‘‘can 
report accurately to the people the 
financial condition of the state on a 
monthly basis.” 


For the first time in Illinois; history, 
the comptroller will receive a copy of 
each requisition and. purchase order to 
supplement the invoice-vouchers and 
contracts entered into by the state. 


As Dr. Barringer sees it, “The 
Bureau of the Budget can concentrate 
on planning for the next fiscal year, 
the state comptroller and state treas- 
urer can concern themselves with the 
present fiscal year, and the auditor- 
general can audit the past year's state 
revenues and disbursements. Collec- 
tively, these officials should interrelate 
for better fiscal management of state 
government. 


“We will now have a workable sys- 
tem whereby the internal control of 
pre-audit of invoice-vouchers is cen- 
tralized to make’ sure that each request 
for payment of state bills is proper 
and accurate 

“This centralization of —pre-audit 
authority will be in the comptroller's 
office, which is a part of the executive 
branch, The external or post-audit 
authority—to make certain that all 
funds were correctly spent—remains 
with the auditor-general, who is re- 
sponsible to the General Assembly 

Such an approach appears sound 
and we also are attracted by his esti- 
mate that he could save the state be 
tween $20 million and $30 million— 
and allow more open competitive bid- 
ding on contracts—by paying the state's 
bills in a 30-day period 

“Vendors, who have had to wait 
between 60 days and six months for 
their money, often have had to protect 
themselves by discounting their con 
tracts at a cost to them of approxi 
mately 10%," he points out 

“This 10% has been added to the 
bid out of necessity. It is both legiti- 
mate and necessary at present, but the 
reason is Illinois’ noforious reputation 
for slow payment—not the fault of the 
auditor, who processes all approved 
vouchers within three to five days, but 
of the contracting agency which allows 
vouchers to pile up at a heavy expense 
to state government and the taxpayers. 

‘With the increased authority af- 
forded by the new comptroller law, | 
would require that duplicate copies of 
every invoice be sent to me at the same 
time it is sent to the contracting state 
agency. This would enable me to see 
that every vendor has met the require- 
ments of his contract previously filed 
with me. This would insure prompt

A ward committeeman, former infantry 
captain and the son of a former 
Chicago police chief, he served as a 


division chief in the state attorney gen- 
eral's office in 1961-64. First elected 
as a state senator in 1964, he headed 
the constitution study commission in 
1967 and served as a vice-president 
of the Illinois Constitutional Convention 

Sen. Lyons: unfortunately helped 
block Scott's bill to authorize statewide 
grand juries, which could have aided 
the fights against organized crime. 
drug traffic and suspected antitrust 
violations by certain contractors. 

As one of the chief members and 
defenders of the Chicago Democratic 
organization, Sen. Lyons opposed judi- 
cial Selection changes, and prevented 
a tougher ethics bill by overloading to 
absurdity its requirements for income 
disclosure. He used his powers as Sen- 
ate appropriations chairman to block 
funds for an independent judicial in- 
guiry bohrd. 

Attorney General Scott has been 
widely héralded for making imagin- 
ative use of the powers of that office 
to benefit the public. He has repre- 
sented the people of Illinois impartially.
